Defense Unwilling That Men 
Who Attended Shall Be Ac- 
cepted as Possible Jurors.

SERVICE HEART .RENDING 


Prosecution Objects to Passing 
Veniremen Who Subscribe 
to Socialist Views. 





LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 20.—Though 
the impaneling of a jury to try the case 
of James B. McNamara. indicted for 
murders resulting from the explosion of 
the Times Building, is still a matter of 
weeks, definite progress had been made, 
when court opened’ today toward de- 
fining the issues, principal and collateral, 
ajong which the battle will be fought. 

After having concluded its examina- 
tion for cause among eleven of the 
twelve talesmen in the box, reserving 
still, with the Court’s permission,. the 
right to interrogate further H. Y. Quak- 
“about matters yet being in- 
vestigated.’’. the defense had empha- 


sized by three challenges for cause, that 
it would consider as hostile talesmen 
who not only were prejudiced against 
labor unions and their methods of oper- 
ation, but also those who firmly believed 
that dynamite destroyed the Times 
Building. 

The Court is not expected to render 
its decision om these challenges until 
the State has had its opportunity to 
examine talesmen for cause. 

The-prosecution, therefore, continued 
today its examination of T. W. Adams, 
and it was apparent by the line of ques- 
tions, too, that the State deemed it 
essential that no talesman should serve 
who believed a gas éxplosion caused 
ths Times disaster. ‘ 

The State, furthermore, in its exam- 
ination of Adams, has revealed that it 
will not. consider acceptable those tales- 
men in whose minds socialistice views 
are imbedded, and who have been read- 
ing those Socialist newspapers or period-’ 
icals which champion the cause of the 
McNamaras, depicting it as a class 
struggle. “. 

Against Adams, who admitted yester- 
day that by reading the Appeal to Rea- 
son, a Socialist paper, he had formed 
the opinion that gas caused the explo- 
sicn, the prosecution prepared early 
today to direct more questions to de- 
cide whether he would be a prejudiced 
juror. 

Adams early in his examination said 
that while he had an opinion on the 
cause of the explosion, he had never 
discussed it even with his neighbors. 
Nhe State has confronted him with a 
statement by B. F. Bond, a_neighbor 
of Adams, in which the talesman is al- 
leged to have outlined in conversation 
the reasons why dynamite could not 
have caused the explosion, arguing that 
no big holes were found in the cellar 
of the building and furnishing other 
details to defend his theory that gas 
wrecked the structure: 

While declaring he did not remember 
discussing the subject with Bond, 
Adams admitted that he often talked 
with Bond on other subjects, that the 
statement as read by G. Ray Horton, 
Deputy District Attorney, represented 
his views at the time when the alleged 
ecnversation took place, and constitutes 
his opinion on the subject at present. 

The State has decided that it will be 
unnecessary to bring Bond as a wit- 
ness to impeach Adams, holding that 


the information is solely for the Court]: 


to have to enable it to decide on the 
competency of a talesman. 

This was the point which the exami- 
nation. had reached when court dpened 
today. 

It was expected that during the day 
a challenge for cause would be lodged 
by the State against Adams, or that a 
peremptory challenge later would be 
evoked against him.

It was announced that where it can

SHANGHAI, China, Oct; 20.—The fol- 
lowing message from Vice Admiral 
Winsloe, the senior British naval of- 
ficer at Hankow, sent by wireless from 
a British vessel at Hatfkow, was/re- 
ceived here this morning: . 

“All telegraph linea to Shanghai and 
to Peking were destroyed by the rebels 
last night for a distance of a mile be- 
yond the settlement.”’ 

Another wireless message dispatched 
from Hankow at noon today and re- 
transmitted over the land lines at Kiu- 
Kiang, reaching here at4 o’clock, says 
that the government troops retreated 
up Seventy Mile Creek while the Chi- 
nese warships withdrew down the river 
out of sight. The revolutionaries claim 
a great victary. 

Still another message says that the 
revolutionists at Hankow claim a great 
victory over the Imperials. They de- 
Clare that they captured the Riverside 
and the railway station, after which all 
the Chinese warships retreated with the 
exception of one cruiser which ceded to 
the rebels. ‘ 

The retreat of the imperialists at 
Hankow is confirmed in other dis- 
patches from. KiutKiang, which state 
that the Chinese gunboats are re- 
treating to Kiu-Kiang. The conduct 
of the rebels at Hankow is repdérted 
to be exemplary. Martial law is being 
enforced. 

Today’s advices of rebel successes 
at Hankow caused great jubilation 
among the Chinese here. , Previously 
they had been downcast. 

The run on the banks here has stopped 
but the native banks are unable to pay 
their outstanding checks and business is 
at a standstill. Otherwise the situation 
here is quiet. The North China Daily 
News, anticipating an ultimate .mperial 
victory, in an editorial! today, recalls the 
awful fate which traditionally awaits 
rebels in China through the slaughter of 
innocent kinsfolk with the object of 
blotting out tainted names. It says 
that the Powers are not intervening be- 
cause of self-interest.

IN TUNNEL ON WAY 
TO BURY A NIECE 


John Hagler, of East St. Louis, 
Cut and Bruised in Crawl 
Through Terminal Passage. 


IS AT CITY HOSPITAL 


He Had Come to St. Louis Witi 
Body to Accompany It to 
Pinckneyville, Ii. 


John Hagler Of 1451A Missouri avenue, 
East St. Louis, had an extraordinary 
‘experience when he fell off a train in 
the St. Louis downtown tunnel Thurs- 
day night. He is at the city hospital 
with cuts and bruises all over his body, 


through -the tunnel after the _ train 
passed. 

Miss Helen Hagler, a niece of John 
Hagler, died last Tuesday at the East 
St. Louis home, and he wanted to take 
the body to Pinckneyville, Ill., her home. 
To start, he brought the body to St. 
Louis. With him were his wife and a 
daughter. 

Was Going to Sleeper: 

Hagler went to the smoking car 
and started back to the sleeping car 
to his wife as the train entered the 
tunnel. 

“Suddenly everything got dark,” 
Hagler told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at the hospital, “and I found myself 
falling off the train. How it hap- 
pened I do not know. I had been 
‘talking in the smoking car, and 
started from the rear of the train 
to join my wife when the accident 
occurred. 

“I got onto my knees and crawled 
through the tunne] toward a spot of 
light I saw in the distance. Several 
times I fell on my face. Finally I 
got out of the place, and then I was 
brought here. 

Almost Suffocated. 

“The smoke and gases in the tunnel 
were so thick that, although I was on 
the ground, I could hardly breathe. I 
was almost suffocated and thought half 
a dozen times that I would be over- 
come before I could get out of the place. 

“When finally the spot of light at the 
end began getting bigger and bigger and 
I realized that 1 was near the end of 
my journey, I felt as though I would 
faint. I suppose that when I did get out 
of those gases into the open air I did 
faint.” 

Hagler was picked up unconscious and 
taken to the hospital. His face was cut 
in a dozen places, and his left ankle 
was broken. He is 51 years old. His 
niece died of tumor of the brain.

Frenzied finance methods in the man- 
ugement of the Alton, Jacksouville & 
Feoria Railway will be described in the 
belated answer of the directors of the 
unfirished interurban line, which will 
probably be filed Saturday in the Ed- 
wardsville Circuit Court to the receiver- 
chip suit. Frank J. Butler is now acting 
as receiver, with offices in Alton. 

The directors met in East ,St. Louis 
Thursday afternoon and authorized Cary 
N. Weisiger Jr., president of the line be- 
fore the receivership, to employ an at- 
torney and present their side of the case 
to the court. ; 

Weiss ger became president of the com- 
pany Aug. 23 last, after Edgar M. Davis 
had withdrawn from the position. Davis 
now in Colorado, according to his 
wife, and in California, according ty re- 
ports which have reached the directors.

Assets Worth $250,000. 
The directors are on notes for sums 


Naggregating more than $200,000, bor- 


rowed for the construction of the A,, 
J. & P. line under the Davis regime. 
They will endeavor to show that 
Davis handled the company’s bonds 
in a manner not authorized by the 
directors, They figure that the $500,- 
000 stock issued by Davis is worth- 
less, and that the $600,000 bond issue, 
now outstanding, is backed up by as- 
sets worth -$250,000. This would 
mean a total loss to stockhonders and 
bondholders of $850,000 but for the 
fact that the stock was sold and the 
bonds placed as security for loans 
much below their face. ? 
Receiver Butler told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter in Alton Friday that 
he intended to ask the court's per- 
mission to extend the line, so that it 
would connect Alton and Jerseyville. 
Were this done, he said, the line 
might get on a revenue-paying basis. 
Eroveh has been already spent, he 
declares, to finish the line for that 
distance. He plans to issue receiyer’s 
certificates, with the court's approval. 
These will be a first lien against the

While Butler’s appointment as receiv- 
er is said to have had the approval of 
Davis and o: J. J. Cummings of Chi- 
cag, Butler says he has found many 
instances of extravagance gn Davis’ 
part. For a new road, he says, the line 
bought most expensive material, not 
usually’ purchased by new lines. 

Rutler said there were a number of 
unsecured claims* against the Toad, 
whose aggregate he would not estimate, 
and that the largest was that of the 
American Steel & Wire Co., for $30,000. 

Edgar M. Davis is said to have ob- 
tained steel and wire to the value of 
$30,000 from the company, and to have 
given security. Later, it is said, he 
irduced the company to let him with- 
draw the security, and it was put up 
for another loan, leaving the corpora- 
tion unprotected. 

In some cases Davis gave large se- 
curity for comparatively small loans, as 
in the case of Cummings, who reecived 
f,otes, stocks and bonds of $452,000 face 
value as collateral for a $40,000 loan. 

Weisiger said Friday that he went 
into the road at the urgent request of 
Davis, and that one of his first acts 
was to stop the construction of a pow 
er house on a creek which, he believed, 
could not furnish power, to sell the 
four automobiles 
charge ‘the chauffeur, and to dismiss 
five engineers from the staff. 

He said he was induced to take the 
presidency by a financial statement fur- 
nished to him by Davis, which was $85.- 
000 more favorable to the company thar 
the one which he prepared for himselt 
after becoming familiar with the con- 
dition of affairs. He declined to say 
what the answer in the receivership 
suit would contain, but said it would 
prove interesting reading.

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REORGANIZE THE CITY HOSPITAL. 
How much longer before Mayor Kreismann re- 
deems his promise to reorganize City Hospital 
management? It is nearly four months-since the 
* exposure of abuse and inefficiency began. Pub- 
licity served to alleviate the miserable condition 
of the city’s wards. Publicity brought cleanli- 
ness to replace filth, wholesome food to allay hun- 
ger and as much general improvement as ineffi- 
cient and unintelligent management permits. It 
did it without increasing appropriations or adopt- 
ing plans formulated by the officials who caused 
the disorganization. 

But there is no assurance that even these im- 
‘ provements will be permanent. The resignation 
of five internes is not important in itself; vut it 
is a Symptom that disorganization is still the rule. 

What the public wants to know is whether any 
effort is to be made to secure permanent and 
assured efficiency. It wants to know whether 
the Mayor meant anything when he said that 
Dr. Morfit would have to go. 

The power to bring about a reorganization 
rests in the Mayor. It may not be defined in an 
ordinance, but it exists. Why doesn’t he take 
the people into his confidence? Why doesn’t he 
find a plan of reorganization? Why doesn’t he 
ask the Hospital Board to resign if it is the 
Board that is blocking progress? Why doesn’t 
he. assume the responsibility since the responsi- 
buity is tis?

THREE EXCELLENT SUGGESTIONS. 

In his speech at the Advertising Men’s 
Luncheon, Secretary Roger N. Baldwin of the 
Civic League made three excellent suggestions 
for St. Louis. 

Undoubtedly the simplifying of the form of our 
municipal government is a crying need. Since the 
defeat of the new charter, a long step ‘in that 
direction, we have had repeated proofs of the 
value of its best provisions. City business has 
been blocked by cumbersome political machinery 
ad by the system of checks and balances which 
diffuse responsibility and impair efficiency. The 
House of Delegates has demonstrated its tendency 
to block good measures. 

The power conferred upon the city by the 
clauses relating to public utilities could be used 
with great and permanent advantage in dealing 
with the street railway and the bridge terminal 
problems. It could now be used to assure con- 
tinuous direct street railway connection with the 
East Side. 

The present charter, pending the adoption of a 
new one, should be amended at the earliest possi- 
ble opportunity by the addition of the entire sec- 
tion of the defeated charter relating to the con- 
trol of public utilities and public service corpora- 
tions. 

The merit system would save the city from the 
humiliation and loss incident to the factional fight 
of the Republicans over the official spoils. 

Mr. Baldwin’s plan of unifying the different 
civic organizations and concentrating their ener- 
gies for common ends through a centra] council 
would go far toward solving municipal problems 
and gaining public improvements. St. Louis has 
suffered long from the solidarity of special inter- 
ests which has concentrated the forces of privi- 
lege and spoliation for both aggretsive and de- 
fensive purposes. The city needs unity of pur- 
pose and action for the public welfare among citi- 
zens of all sections and occupations. 

A central council could act as a clearing house 
for ideas and could adopt a program upon which 
all organizations would unite. It could concentrate 
upon the accepted program the full force of pop- 
ular opinion and ‘united action. Boston offers a 
notable example of the success of this plan. It is 
approved by wisdom and experience. The get- 
together mioverment is necessary to the success of 
any campaign.

LESSONS OF A LAKE-CARRIER. 
Great Lake shipping reaches its point of great- 
est development in a 617-foot boat of 14,000-ton 
‘carrying capacity. This equals 350 carloads of 
40 tons each. \The President Lincoln and Presi- 
dent Grant, of the Hamburg-American line are 
only 615 feet long... The Olympic, largest ship in 
the world, is 860 feet. The French line has but 
two boats longer than 617 feet and the Ameri- 
can line’s longest boat is only 560 feet. 

Loaded, this lake monster will draw 21 feet. 
It cost to build it considerably less than twice the 
cost of a boat only 308 feet long. The crew and 
fuel needed to operate it are only sl.ghtly greater 
than those of a vessel of half its load and engine 
capacity. The economy of the increasing load 
explains why lake boats transport 80,000,000 tons 
of freight a year in the face of the competition 
of some of the world’s most aggressive railroad 
systems in the Great Lake basin and why iron 
ore can be carried at a profit for 7. to 80 cents 
a ton, instead of the $1.05 of only a few years 
ago, and why wheat is now carried for 1% and 
1% cents « bushel instead of the 3 cents and 
greater rates obtained when the water depths 
were only 18 feet or less. 

“The bigger the boat the lower the rate,” said 
Mr. Kavanaugh at the Chicago Waterways Con- 
ference. Bigger boats for lower rates is what 
the Valley must have. The first need is for 
deeper water to permit the floating of bigger 
boats.

Harry S. Meyers, business agent for 
the: Electrical Workers’ Union, stood 
upon his constitutional rights and re- 
fused to answer certain questions put to 
him in the trial of John F. Klein, Wil- 
liam Pollard and W. N. Shearwood, 
charged with crimina) libel. 

The case was being tried Thursday 

afternoon in' Judge Miller’s branch of 
the Court of Criminal Correction. The 
defendants were charged with inspiring 
an article in “‘Labor,’’ a union paper, 
which held B. E. Tate, a foreman of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., re- 
sponsible for the electrocution of Charles 
Culley, a nonunion lineman who was em- 
ployed to take the place of a striker last 
February. : 
- Quiley was electrocuted while mending 
wires on a pole at Newstead avenue and 
Natural Bridge road and the article 
complained of charged Tate was respon- 
sible. by reason of the fact that he had 
hired incompetent men in an effort to 
break the strike. 


Refses to Tell Author. 
‘Who wrote that article?’ asked Spe- 


cial Counsel Goodwin, when Meyers took 
the \stand. 

“T refuse to answer that question for 
fear I might incriminate myself,’’ said 
Meyers, “ard for the further reason 
that the answer may lead to my indict- 
ment.”’ 

Judge Miller sustained Meyers after 
the question, put in various forms, met 
with the same answer repeatedly. 

‘You've been talking with these men, 
haven't you?’ asked Goodwin. ‘“You’ve 
been helping them with their defense, 
have you. not?” 

“Tl refuse to answer that qn the ground 
that my conversations with them were 
privileged,”’ said Meyers. 

“In what way were they privileges?” 
demanded Goodwin. 

Attorney Conrad Paeben, intibedtios 
the defendants, jumped to his feet. 

“The conversation was privileged be- 
cause the attorney for these men was 
present,’ he said. 

Objections to Goodwin's questions 
came so thick and fast from Paeben 
that Judge Miller saw fit to rebuke 
him. He apologized.
